The Florida Industrial Commis- 
sion, in ruling on an appeal by the 
employer, upheld the decision of 
Deputy Commissioner Elmo Rob- 
inson, of West Palm Beach, grant- 
ing the cowboy compensation. 

Davis contended that handling 
the dope in treating cattle caused 
him to suffer dematitis of botn 
hands, ben, 

The Allapattah Cattle Company 
and its insurance company con- 
tested Davis's claim. They con- 
tended that Davis had several op- 
portunitles to contract the injury 
to his hands aftér he left'the em- 
ploy of the Allapattah Cattle Com- 
pany on May '25, 1956.

The state obtained 386 new man- 
ufacturing plants or major expan- 
sions during the first half of 1957 
which will provide 15,100 new jobs. 
During all of 1956, a total of 441 
new industries were added, em- 
ploying 33,000 persons. 

While the eight leading indust- 
rial counties obtained 68 per cent 
of the new plants, Shelton explain- 
ed, a total of 48 counties have re- 
ceived additional Industrial devel- 


opment, 
Of the hitherto underdeveloped 
counties, industrially, Okaloosa 


landed a missile research an test- 
ing center which will employ an 
expected 600 persons. DeSoto 
County also has been selected for 
a plant of Gulf Naval Stores with 
a payroll of $1 million a year. 
The most significant new indust- 
rial development announced during 
the six-month period was the 


| Houston, Texas Gas and Oil Com- 


pany natural gas pipeline. The 
pipeline is expected to provide a 
stimulant to Florida’s further in- 
dustrial expansion by making nat- 
ural gas available statewide. 
Florida has attracted many big 
names of the industrial world 
within recent months. Corpora- 
tions such as General Electric and 
Minneapolis-Honeywell have locat- 


ed in Pinellas County. Schlitz and 


Annheuser-Busch breweries have 
selected sites in the Tampa area; 
the Martin Company has located 
near Orlando and Pratt and Whit- 
ney Aircraf} is - building near 
West Palm ch, while Chem- 
strand ration has announced 
a major expansion program in the 
Pensacola area. i
